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° Durham Cathedral, as viewed from the opposite bank of 

** the river, presents a most impressive appearance. The 
^ massive west towers rising above the surrounding trees to 
a height of 145 feet, and the central tower (218 feet high), 
^ give a magnificent idea of this “half church of God, half 
1 castle ’gainst the Scots.” The building was commenced in 
H 1093 by Bishop Carileph. 
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
